Program For The Dny. 


The program arranged was that tho 


platform should be adopted at the morn- 
ing session, that the nomination for the 
Presidency should be made in the after- 
noon and the nomination for the Vice 
Presidency in the evening to be followed 
by the final adjournment. 


Opening of (he Xorninir Session. 
The third a-id probably the lait day of 


the convention began at 10.30 when in 
response to the gavel's rap the delegates 
arose for prayer. The officiating minister 
was Dr. Scott of Jacksonville, the secoi'd 
colored pastor who has conducted the de- 
votional exercises of the convention. 


Foraker Reading; the Platform. 


The first opportunity for the delegates 


to use their voices was when chairman 
Thurston plunged into business by an- 
nounciag first thing on the program to be 
the report of resolutions committee. Sen- 
ator-elect Foraker crowded to the front 
and climbed the steps to the stage while 
the crowds set up a shrill yell. Senator 
Foraker adjusted a pair of specialties and 
furnished fur the moment the dumb show 
of a man talking until cries of "Loader, 
louder" from the galleries impelled him 
to greater effort. 


There was no opportunity in reading 


the platform for fiery oratory with which 
the Ohio man has stirred conventions of 
the past. He were a short alpaca jacket 
and a black Hiring tie. The audience fol- 
lowed the reading closely and loudly ap- 
plauded the planks. 


The Monroe doctrine assertion was 


loudly cheered as was also the Cuban 
clause. Fred Grant waved a Cuban flag 
daring the reading of the Cuban clause. 
The merchant marine clause was loudly 
cheered by Maine, Massachusetts and 
Ohio delegates. 
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Tbe Cold Plunk. 


We oppose the free coinage of silver ei-

Fans, canes and hats 
waved wildly until the pit looked like a 
hurricane-tossed sea, and the galleries 
roared their approval. 


The Platform.

Tellers Speeeh. 


Toward the close of his speech Teller 


became impressive 
and pathetic. 
Hie 


review of his long service in the party af- 
fected him. As he realized the step b» 
was about to take he drew himself to- 
gether and declared with an earnestness 
that impressed all in his opinion that 
morality, religion and the salvation of the 
country were at stake. 


When he declared he must sever his 


connection with the party that made a 
gold plank one of the features of its faith 
be paused as his eyes swept the hall. 
When the full significance of his wurds 
became apparent a fusllade of yells 
arose mingled with a storm of hisses. 
Tli^re was pathos in his voice anrl tears 
in his eyes when he said there were heart 
burnings and grief in the sacrifice which 
he and his colleagues weat to make tor 
their consciences. 


Taller said he contended for silver, not 


because lie came from a silver state, bub 
because the progress of the country de- 
pends upon it. 


He said he would not dare take the step 


alone but others believe with him. He 
denied that the silver men were taking 
the step for personal advantage. 


Another demonstration 
took place 


•when Teller sat down, this time catching 
up in its whirl many gold men who ros« 
and yelled their admiration, r.ot for the 
cause but for the man. Hisses were hardly j 
heard. 


Then came cries for Foraker and he 


rose and moved to lay the substitute on 
the table. 


Teller moved for a roll call and got it. 
The silver substitute was laid on the 


table by a vote of 812 1-2 to 1101-2 amid 
tremendous cheering. 


He declared this to be the first Repub- 


lican convention whose platform declared 
the inability to control its own affairs. He 
said the majority financial plank would 
lower the price of farm products and pro- 
tective tariff cannot be maintained on a 
gold standrad. 


He said if a gold standard were adopted 


he must sever his connection with the Be- 


> publican party. This was greeted with 
cheers and hisses. 


He recalled the fact that lie was pre- 


sent at the organization of the Republi- 
can party and has supported all its can- 
didates and great principles until now. 
He became personal in the last part of 
his speech but said it was necessary when 
Americans would bring abuse upon him. 
He said that this is probably the last 
time he would ever address a Republican 
convention. 


Grosvenor demanded to know if this 


convention shall be turned into a demo- 
cratic convention. I Brown of Utah 
took the stand and said his delegation 
had not bolted. 
He said three of the 


Utah delegation had gone, three remained 
and the alternates will remain loyal to 
the party. 


Platform Adopted. 


At 1 o'clock Foraker moved the adop- 


tion of the platform and the motion was 
carried amid wild cheering. 


Teller then arose to a question of per- 


sonal privilege and wanted to file a protest 
and asked it to be read. Cannon of Utah 
presented a, protest signed by the silver 
senators. 


Vice President Talk. 


Both Morton and Cullom have with- 


drawn from the vice presidency nomina- 
tion race. 
Warner Miller said Depew 


had informed him that Morton had with- 
drawn. Platt at first said Morton had not 
withdrawn. 
Wm. Sutherland of New 


York said at 12.55 that Morton will not be 
put forward by the New York delegation 
for the vice presidency or voted for by 
the New York delegation. Depew said to 
Hanna, "Morton will be presented to the 
convention for first place only, he will not 
be put forward as a vice presidential can- 
didate. 
The New York delegation so 


agree." Platt nodded assent to this. 


The Silver Kult. 


Cannon announced that the minority 


should not yield on this question. His

At 1.45 o'clock, the platform work be- 


ing done and the silver fiasco over, nomi- 
nations were in order and the call of the 
rolLofitates for the presentation of can- 
didates began.

Baldwin of Council BluSj arose to nom- 
inate Allison. The name of the Iowa's 
favorite was given a splendid cheer by 
the whole convention, theMcKinley msn 
feeling they could be genorom. 


Reed Xnroed, 


After Baldwin's speech the roll call pro- 


ceeded till Maine was reached when Sen- 
ator Lodge took the platform »taid tre- 
mendous applause. 


He began with* review of Democratic 


incompetence, the hard times and tho 
weak foreign policy of Cleveland. 
He 


closed with a splendid tribute to Rsed'a 
character. 


At the mention cf Heed's name the 


house burst into cheers. The lady with 
the Reed lithograph to display made a 
failure of It. She sprang to the platform 
and waved it but the lithograph fell oQ' 
and she sat down. 


Morton aiame<l. 


There was a cheer when New York was 


called and Chauncey M. Depew came for- 
ward to present the name of Morton. He 
was greeted with long and continued 
cheering. 


DfcKlnler Named. 


When Depew waa dono (who was In 


very poor voice and left all joking out) 
Ohio was next called and Foraker took 
the platform. The enthusiasm when Mc- 
Kinley's narns was at last mentioned 
knew no bounds. Cheers, stamping, yells, 
waving of hats and handkerchiefs, and 
general pandemonium reigned. Foraker 
was stopped for several minutes, and the 
storm of applause was deafening. 


Quay is yet to be .named. 


Probable Time of Nomination. 


It looks now as if McKinley would be 


certainly nominated at about 6 o'clock. 
Hobart's nomination for the vice-presi- 
dency is looked for immediately after- 
ward, and the convention will probably 
adjourn this evening. 


A YOUNG HYPNOTIST. 


H Nominations Are Made Early 
This Evening There Will Be a 
Transcript Extra. 


Upon the conclusion of the reading of 


the platform Foraker moved its adoption. 
Teller arose amid considerable cheering. 
The silver men were on their feet en 
masse. 


Chairman announced that he would rec- 


ognize 1 eller to move a substitute for the 
majority report. The name of Teller set 
the westerners wild. They waved hats, 
flags and umbrellas, shrieking like mad 
men. The fire spread to the galleries and 
swept across them until it seemed to be 
almost a unanimously carrying cheer. 


It was an unusual exhibition of enthusi- 


asm and lasted three minutes. Finally 
the secessionists tired of the work sank 
back in their seats and a profound calm 
settled over the house. 


The Silver Dion's Report. 


People listened while the clerk read the 


substitute declaring that the Republican 
party favors the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as equal standard money, and pledgee 
its power to secure the free, unrestricted, 
independent coinage of gold and silver a 
the United States mints at ratio 16 parti 
silver to one of gold.

At it* conclusion all arose and

Before the bolters had fairly left the 


ball the vast audience began singing "Tbe 
Ead, White and Blue." About 30 or 40 
delegates from silver states went out. 
Part of Utah delegation has gone. Alter- 
cates .took their places.

IHS SURPRISING DEMONSTRATION. 


Is Able to Place Boys Under Complete 


Control. 
Experiments 
Critically 


Watched by * Transcript Re- 


porter. Beginning to Ac- 


tract Attention, 


Prom several different 
aourcos there 


have come to the TRANSCFIPT within 
the past few days Jumors that Willie Tay- 
lor, the young «on of W. J. Taylor, the 
well known dry goods man, was display- 
ing; hypnotic proclivities and powers to 
a remarkable degree. At firit no atten- 
tion was paid to the talk, it being sup- 
posed that the boy and his schoolmates 
and companions were merely playing 
"hypnotism," being stimulated thereto 
by the wonderful performances of Profess, 
or Lee, about which all the boys have 
heard, while many of them have wit* 
nessed some ot'the demonstrations. The 
boys of the city are quick to "catch on'1 
to tbe latest feat that comes to their no- 
tice, whether it be the throwing of a 
lasso, the manipulation of a parachute or 
putting some one to sleep. It was, there- 
fore, not considered strange that they 
should take to hypnotism at a time when 
that subject is so prominently before the 
local public, but it was supposed that in 
their demonstrations the subjects were 
as responsible for their actions as was the 
youthful "professor," and no importance 
was attached to the stories of young Tay- 
lor's achievements in this line for a num- 
ber of days after the first nimore -were 
heard. 


Later, however, statements were made 


which warranted an investigation, and 
Wednesday afternoon a representative of 
this paper went to the home of young 
Taylor on East Quincy street to witness 
some tests. The boy was prepared for 
the visitation and had with him a number 
of schoolmates. 
Several of the neigh- 


bors' children, also assembled, and by the 
time tbe hypnotist was ready to operate 
there were, perhaps, twenty boys and 
girls in the yard at the rear of the house, 
where the experiments were conducted. 


Young Taylor began by drawing his 


subjects backward and forward, like Pro- 
fessor Lee, and then followed various 
other features, such as placing the hands 
together and being unable to pull them 
apart, the vain attempt to place the ends 
of the 
forefingers together, dancing, 


laughing, crying, etc. 
There was also 


the hot iron experiment and many others, 
including the making of one boy—the 
largest In the crowd—rigid and lifting 
him in that condition from the ground. 
The boy was as rigid as a fence post from 
the time the experiment began until he 
was raised to his feet and the influence 
Was thrown 
off. 


The reporter was surprised and aston. 


Ished by what he saw. He watched the 
boys who were being operated upon very 
closely for evidences of simulation, but 
could detect none. If the boys consciously 
acted their parts they are actually the 
most proficient juvenile actors in this or 
any other place. They were surrounded 
by very distracting conditions. Their com- 
panions, roused to the highest pitch 
of enthusiasm by the novel and strange 
proceedings, hooted and yelled, and 
crowded and pushed in the wildest disor- 
der, shouting at the subjects, pulling their 
hair and trying in every way to get their 
attention, but all to no purpose, so long as 
the subjects were under the hypnotic 
spell. From the time they entered that 
condition until released they were as sober 
as dead men, except when set to laughing 
by the operator, and paid no attention 
whatever, either by word, look »r motion, 
to anything that was said or done by any 
one but the hypnotist. 


I 
The reporter took occasion to make 
| sonic tests. One of the severest was to 
jab bis finger savagely at the open eye of 
a boy, coming so close t aat once he acci- 
dentally touched the eye, and the boy did 
not wink or give the least evidence that 
he was conscious of the act. 


The boys who were operated upon de- 


clared that they knew nothing of what 
they did when hypnotized, and their ac- 
tions denoted that they were speaking the 
truth. One little fellow who had on a 
previous occasion been made rigid, said as 
soberly as could be when he stepped out 
to be hypnotized, "Don't stiffen cie." 


All the experiments were watched by 


the reporter with far more interest than 
he had expected to feel. lie is not pre- 
pared to state unreservedly that the work 
was genuine, for he bos no personal 
knowledge of hypnotism and has seen 
but little of it, but he must confess that, 
so far as he was able to judge, tbe work 
of the young hypnotist was all that it ap- 
peared to be. 


Willie Taylor is about fifteen years old. 


He never thought of such a thing as hyp 
notism until Professor Lee came aud be- 
gan his work at the Columbia a week ago 
Monday. The boy attended the first and 
second evenings and has not been since 
unless he went last night. He says he 
was very deeply impressed by what he 
saw and was at once seized with an un- 
controllable desire to do the same thing. 
A day or two later he began to experi- 
ment with his sistsrs, and with surprise 
and joy he found that he had power over 
them. He then extended his operations 
to his schoolmates and other companions 
and has met with the most pronounced 
success unless all the evidence is mislead- 
ing. 
If the results of these tests areas 


genuine as they appear to be, this boy 
will, in time, and at no distant day, make 
bin mark in the field of (hypnotic science-

Bratu'liffl of Industry. 


Ill tho 10S British (rades unions, -with 


an BKKi'CjJ'iltP membership of 41.1,78), 
making roturni to the British board of 
trade, 14,717, or 3.5 per cent, were re- 
ported as unemployed nt the end of 
Miircli, compared with 3. S per cent iu 
February, and v. itli (i. 5 per cent in 83 
unions, with n membership of SS7,907, 
from wliU'h returns were- received for 
March, 1895. 


Iron Mining. -^Employment in this 


industry continues better than a year 
ago. 
At Ihe mines included in the re- 


turns an avwago of 5.77 days per week 
was worked, as compared with B. u9 iu 
March, 1885. The total number em- 
ployed at the minfs was 13,!U7, or 
about GOO more than a year ago. Of 
these 68.6 per <?eut worked full time. 


Pig Iron. —Employment was eonsid?r- 


ably better than a year ago.. At the end 
of March the ironmasters making re- 
turns had 338 furnaces iu blast, being 
40 more than at the corresponding dato 
last year. 
The number of work people 


employed ut (hope furnaces was 21,522, 
an increase of 1,359 over March, 1895. 


Steel Works.—Employment main- 


tains its improvement as compared •with. 
• year ago, the number of work people 
employed in 107 works being 85^93 at 
the end of March, or 11.5 per cent more 
than at the end of March, 1895.

Line! of BiulneaB That Are Improved by 


Democratic Poverty. 


There are two industries in the United 


States that are now prospering—name- 
ly, the manufacture of sewing machines 
and of paper bags. While this is satis- 
factory to those whose capital is em- 
ployed therein, and to thoso who are 
thereby enabled to secure work, it is 
doubtful whether it will be appreciated 
by the majority of the wage earners of 
the country. 


One of the largest manufacturers of 


sewing machines in the United States 
has iufeirmea us that his works were 
never BO busy as they have been for 
some months past. He has received large 
orders for sewing machines which are 
to be used in the manufacture of wear- 
ing apparel and other goods that have 
formerly been made by hand. But the 
influx of cheap foreign goods has com- 
pelled these manufacturers to use sew- 
ing machines rather than hand labor in 
order to meet the competition. The re- 
sult of course will be more idh labor, 
due, 
directly, to the abolition of our 


protective tariff. 


In the other case, the manufacture of 


paper bags, tho demand is reporte to 
us ns being Bimplj unprecedented, fit- 
urally this would suggest a much larger 
volume of retail trado transactions. So 
it does, but only in smaller lines and 
smaller quantities. The demand now is 
for the smallest sized bags that are 
made, and the manufacturer ascertained 
tho reasou for this. It appears that tho 
masse"? of wage earners and the poorer 
classes of our «comnranities are buying 
smaller quantifies of tho necessaries of 
life than they used to do. Instead of five 
pounds of sugar being purchased at a 
time, the order is given for only one 
pound. Instead of selling a pound of tea 
the retailer sells only u quarter of a- 
pound package. The Democratic ' 'pros- 
perity" has enforeeel the most rigid 
economy among buyers, and every dollar 
earnrel has to be hnsbaixleel to the ut- | 
most.

NORTH AMERICAN SQUADRON. 


The Proposed Manoeuvre! Thlg Summer 


Will Not Be Interfered with. 


Washington, June 13.—The navy de- 


partment has informed Rear Admiral 
Bunce, commanding the North Atlan- 
tic station, that it proposes, if practi- 
cable, not to interfere in any manner 
with the movements and exercises of 
his squadron during the present sea- 
son. With this view, Secretary Her- 
bert has been obliged to decline tha 
numerous requests he has received for 
ships to visit certain places and take 
part in local celebrations and festivi- 
ties. The fleet will cruise at sea be- 
tween Nantucket and the capes of the 
Chesapeake. It will leave New York 
about July 15 provided itii duties with 
the naval militia are then completed; 
will cruise to the southward and enter 
Hampton roads; then to the northward 
to Gardiner's bay, Fisher's :sland, Nan- 
tucket island and back to Hampton 
roads eaily in October. The manoeu- 
vres will consist ot the various squad- 
ron movements and formations neces- 
sary for fleets and squadrons in time 
of war; anchoring and getting under, 
•way under different circumstances, sig- 
nalling, target practice, etc. Secre- 
tary Herbert is making every effort 
to collect a large fleet of battleships, 
monitors and cruisers to take part in 
these exercises, and it will be the 
largest fleet ever assembled by the 
navy department for instructions in 
fleet tactics.

the republican ranks after it had been 
committed to the single gold standard. 
The high personal esteem the mem- 
bers of the committee entertained for 
Mr. Teller and the heartfelt regret he 
so plainly showed in being compelled 
to sover life-long ties gave to the scene- 
unusual interest. To that extent it 
was dramatic, but it was more pathetic 
than any thing- else, because it was 
evident Ma Teller took this course as 
a, matter of conscience and principle 
and without any other reason. This 
was fully understood and it was for 
this reason his associates exhibited 
equal marks of friendship and regret. 
Notwithstanding that this was a family 
quarrel in which two factions wero ar- 
rayed against each other, it was charac- 
terized by a genuine interchange of 
courtesies which robbed it of a.11 tho 
bitterness which usually accompanies 
a party schisra.
